Dear Mr. Colby: 


In late 1973, the Foreign Operations and Government 
Information Subcommittee of the House Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations conducted a questionnaire survey to obtain 
data on the current use of polygraphs by agencies of the 
Federal Government. 


The information developed by that survey indicates a 
need for an updating by this subcommittee of the material 
published in its reports of 1965 and 1966, which are enclosed 
for your information. A series of public hearings is being 
scheduled to assist the Subcommittee in its efforts to more 
fully develop a body of knowledge not only about polygraphs 
but also about other devices that are now being pEOROLE? as 
having similar capabilities as "lie detectors." 


The hearing is scheduled for Wednesday, June 5, and we 
would greatly appreciate testimony from you or a high- ranking 
official of your agency on this subject. The policy witness 
should be accompanied by an expert who has an intimate know- 
ledge of the extent and nature of the use of such equipment 
by your agency. Witnesses are requested to limit their 
initial oral statement to ten minutes, which will be followed 
by questions from the Subcommittee Members. More detailed 
written statements in their entirety will be made part of 
the hearing record.
